Is too 
often wanting, and we lose the chance 
for ever. 

WE MUST WATCH. 

Now, tt we are to make the moat 
of conversations, we must watch, and 
enter upon them aa a dnty, with a 
stsadr aim to make the most we can 
of them tor God and for the well- 
being of those around us. Why not ? 
A Salvationist goes to the open-air, 
or on the platform, with such an oI>- 
jecL He says to himself, " 1 am 
not going to let this meeting drift 
Into a sphere of pastime, a thine for 
the amusement of the hour. No, I wUl, 
it I can, make It heneSt someone for 
this world and the neit." Why 
should there not he some simtiar 
resolution and purpose with respect 
to the Innumerahle opportuniUes of 
UBpfulneas presented by conversa- 
tions? 

i epeclauy wout U to be seen that 
I am not advocating; anything like 
bondage, or sanctlmc nlons or melan- 
choly talk. Ah, no ! Anything of 
the kind would defeat at once the 
object for which I tm driving. For 
instance, only let th^ mother and the 
children feel, when tHey meet for the 
morning meiJ, that father will make 
it the opportunity for delivering some 
sort of a sermon, bo wever important 
or able It may be done, and farewell 
to the sort of convE-rsation I mean. 
No. I would not, except under extra- 
ordinary clrcnmstancas, even recom- 
mend the mentioning of sny theme 
to be talked over. Matters enough 
are always happening In connection 
with every household, every barracks, 
every community, and every nation 
to Interest all, and which can be re- 
ferred to, and tamed to profit and 
made to InBtruct and interest efery- 
budy present, by & lltUe contriraiics. 

PROFITABLE CONVERSATION. 

The same tiling applies to the cas- 
ual meeting of comrades, or. Indeed, 
of anyone, where there Is time for a 
little talk. Tbe first condiUon of 
profitable conversation, especially in 
the family or similar circles, is the 
sense of freedom. This necessitates 
a certain amount of what might be 
termed small talk, wlilch more or leas 
embraces the Uttle matters that have 
to do with the family and every-day 
life— that about the health of all, the 
last letters from loved relations and 
friends, the sayings and ttoings of 
the children, their lessons, their toys, 
and their play ; the happenings at

mentioned, and occasionally occupy 
ihc isrosr pari or the time. 

But with all the freedom and cheer- 
fulness I have referred to, nothing 
Bhould be ^Id or hinted at which un- 
justly reflects upon the absent, or 
which Is contrary tc perfect love. 
How often, in the very height of that 
freedom and pleasantness, engender 
«d by the InterchaoEe of thought and 
feeling which takes place In a con- 
versation, does one of the twin ser 
peats of eavy and jsaloisy raise Its 
hideous head and Insert Its venomous 
Inalnuationa or deprecations, regard- 
' ing comrades or triendc ! Oh, this 
thing mc^ be watched and guarded 
against ! And even when words of 
condemnation concerning either the 
present or absent have to be spoken, 
they Bhould be dipped In honey, and 
uttered with tenderness, for nothing 
Is moie calculated to put an end to 
the freedom o* happiness of a talk 
than anything which approaches to 
bitterness, however necessary the 
saying of it may appear to be.

CHAPTER, XXI, 
Poison and Their Antidotes. 

There are certain substances which 
ail rscognlsc as polsoss— sabstaacco 
which are alwaye poisonoua to «]| 
persons. There are, however, many 
otiier materials which are poIbudoub 
only under certain conditions, or In 
certain qnaotltiee ; such substances 
furnish a large sercentage of the 
cases which ccme under the care ol 
the physician. 

Poisons exert their injurious effect 
upon the body In various ways. Sotcs 
such aa pruBSIc acid, arrest the actiau 
of the heart at once, while othsn 
cause a gradual change in the fuoo 
tlons of other organs. Poisons are 
often Introduced Into the system by 
being taken Into the mouth and swal 
lowed ; yet they can be introduced 
by any of the avenues of approach— 
by being breathed into the lungs, by 
being rubbed upon the Bkln. or b; 
simple contact with a scratch or ab- 
rasion. 

Poisons taken into the stomach 
when this organ, is empty are ab- 
sorbed Into tSia blood in sn Incredlhly 
short time. It has been repeatedly 
demonstrated that poisonous llquliU 
appear In the blood within a few 
seconds after they have been taken 
Into the stomach. If tbe suimach Is 
full of food, alisorptloa is less .-apld 
and the possibilities for the removal 
of the poison are much greater. 

When taken into Hie body by be- 
ing Inhaled, poisons usually manifest 
thair offeot at ooce, since no ap- 
preoiable time Is required for their 
passage through the membrane of the 
lungs. 

Numerous cases of poisoning from 
the use of Injurious substances In 
food, and in articles of clotblui: are 
brought to tho notice of the physician 
The most common of these will La 
mentioned. 

PoleoR2 Which Occur In Food. 

Probably the most common form ot 
poisoning by food la lead:£olBonlng 
The most frequent souree ot lead 
which is taken Into the stomach Is 
drinking water. Some springs and 
wells contain lead in such quauUty 
as to render them'nnfit for use ; but 
the lead Is not usually obtained from 
the ground, but from the service pipes 
Dr. Chandler, of New York, found one- 
tenth ot a grain of lead In a gallon 
of Croton water, siier it had stoud 
for six hours in a lead p!po. 

Many drinking veasels also conUUn 
lead ; even those which are made of 
Britannia metal, or other material 
that la Itself free from lead, contain 
a good deal ot this meUI in the 
solder with which the paits are ec 
mented together. It was found in one 
experiment that water which had 
stood twenty-four hours in such a 
veasei contained lead In the propor 
tlon ot over eleven grains to the gal 
ion. The occasional use ot such water 
probably causes no Injury, l)ut*the 
long-continued employment of It rosy 
result In the symptoms of lead-pol 
sonlng, even If there be no more than 
one-tenth of a grain ot the metal In 
a gallon of water. ^ ^ 

Cans and other vessels used to 
preserve fruits, lobsters, etc., are tre 
QueuUy soldered in such s way thai 
the lead contained la the soldering 
becomes mixed with the contenu ci 
the can; If these contents contain 
tree add, there may result also 
chemical combination with the solder 
so that the lead is dissolved In tho 
liquid contained In the Teasel. 

Some years ago, an extensive bctIes 
of coses of lesd-polsonlng m New 
Orleans wae traced to the drinking 
of soda water from a particular and 
popular fountain. It waa discovered 
that the reservoirs were so construct 
ed as to permit the solution of lea^ 
comhlnaUonB In the soda wfiter. a 
Scotch chemlBt recently found halt a 
grain of lead In a gallon of soda wattr 

Vinegar often contains lead as an 
impurity, resulting from the manu 
facture. , .. 

All vessels, pipes, aplgotfl, and tns 
like, which contain load, and are ex 
posed to the action of acid liquias 
are liable to turntsh a poisonous ele- 
ment in the liquids which pass 
through them. 

Many cooking vessels are lined wii^ 

materials containing lead ; thia is 

said to be true of some ot the oo- 

called porcelain-lined vessela.

HIS Information was written 
by Paul to Timothy, whilst 
In a Roman prison awaiting 
his death. The great Apos- 
tle had JuBL penned those 
Immortal words which elves 
such clear Insight Into his 
soul's experience as he stood 
upon the threshold of eternity : " I 
have fought a good flght, I have fln- 
ishcd my course, I (have kept the 
laith :" and only those who have 
studied somewhat of the berolc char- 
acter of -Paul would know the grief 
and dlaappolntment which, of necOB- 
Blty would nil his heart as he impart 
ed the sad news. A companion In 
the hour of need, lost— nay, more — 
a laborer In the cause ot Cbriatlanity 
tamed aside. What do we know re- 
upecUng him, who, in an hour of dark- 
ness and perl!, cowardly forsooic one 
who had been bis friend, his teacher, 
and his guide ? His name Is men- 
tioned by Paul occttslon&ily in somo 
of hiB epistles, but very UUle la said 
ot him, attliough we may safely con- 
clude from wliat is recorded that 
Oemas once professed to be a Christ- 
ian. 

There h:id be?n n Ume when his 
heart was enlightened by the 
Holy Spirit and won by tBe love at 
Jesus ; when he accepted the truth 
as preached by those Pentecost pion- 
eers ; when the cross ot Jesus be- 
came his attraction, and bis >>ewly- 
found Christ bis All and .In All. De- 
mas became a Christian, s^d as In the 
case of every regenerated soul, hea- 
ven's tiells rang, and heaven's angels 
sang, and heaven's recorder wrote 
bis name upon the pages of the Book 
of Ufe. 

He ran well for a time, advanced 
most satisfactorily. In fact, made such 
good progress, end gave such fair 
promise, that his name was consid- 
ered tor promotion, and ultimately 
Demas was accepted for active ser- 
vice. He bad the honor of being 
appointed with Paul bimselt. was as- 
sociated with him In his missions, 
and accompanied Mm in some of his 
Joumeyings. 

What Prlvllegea Demaa Had : 

to work In close touch and nnder the 
personal dlrectlu a of one ot the grand- 
est of character 3, and greateat of a- 
postles. How often he must have 
been helped hy the continual evld- 
^CCE of Paul'f. dauntless courage, 
flery earnestness, personal religion, 
and Cbrlstllke cjcamnle. 

How freqnenUy he had heard him 
speak in his marvelous utterances, 
and bad luiown him to write in his 
Inspired letters of tho worthlesanesa 
ot the world's treasures and the con- 
tempt In which ]ie held them as com- 
pared to the rl^^hea to be found In 
Obrlst Jesus. 

He waa well aware that Uie one 
absorbing purpose ot Paul's lue was 
to preach Christ and Him cmclfled, 
and by the s&nctlfled use ot his 
tongue, his pen. and his Ufe, to In- 
fluence as many as irassible to love 
and serve Hlin, too. Would that 
Demas had contlaued to follow In that 
lead, and had aniahed his coarse as 
triumphantly, leaving his name upon 
the scrolls of time and eternity as 
one who bad been " faithful tmto 
death," 

Fellow-workers In this great soui- 
savlng movement, let us take heed. 
To be associated with the good is not 
sufficient to hold ua to the good. 
Some of the most appalling instances 
of backsliding are recorded against 
those who have been closely connect- 
ed with the tiiicet and the beat, i.e., 
Demas with Paul, Gebazl with Eiisbo, 
Ssnl with Samnel, JndEs with onr Sav- 
iour Hlmselt : hut U we would keep 
our feet In the tracks of service, and 
onr hearts continnally reaUsdag the 
power of a fnii salvation, we must be 
personally linked to Ood Himselt. No 
privilege we may enjoy by virtue of 
our position or conne<aJons will make 
up for this. 

Do we stand in & choice place a- 
mongst God's saints 7 Then let us 
watch and pray lest we faJl. Are we 
toilers in our Master's cause neeklsg 
to bring others to His cross ', Th'-u 
let us keep our hearts with all il ig- 
ence, lest other things creep in, and 



gradually wean ns from our great 
purpose ; tor the fict *>"* having 
once possessed light, and power, and 
privileges will only increase the guilt 
and shame or him who forsakes bis 
trust and deserts to the enemy. From 
the verse in point we learn the secret 
of hie tali. 

Demas Deserted Tlirougit Love of the 
WoricJ. 

Ai! who iiave turned aside from 
duty can trace their desertion to 
some caase. Perhaps it has been 
neglect ot prayer, or love ot money, 
or influence of friends. With Demos 
it was the love of the world. Not 
the love of Its souls, but its pleasures. 
No doubt la this =aae Its growth was 
very gradual, but bceassc bs allowed 
it to remain after discovering Its 
presence, It incrrased in power until 
at lengQi it succeeded In extinguish- 
ing the Ores ot holy ambitions, and 
cooling his seal for service in the 
interests ot dying souls. 

The world bates the Cross, and Is 
at enmity against Ood ; therefore, if 
a man loves the world "the love ot the 
Father is not in him." 

The Word d«i»reB that It la Im- 
possible to serve God and mammon. 
None can worship at any shrine of 
earth, and bone to have any Influence 
with heaven. Ix>ve for the world In 
the heart ot Berasa perhaps for some 
lime only occasionally asserted Itaelt, 
hut he did not banish It, and later, 
when danger and death confronted 
Paul, as hlE co-worlter, he probably 
thought that be, too, might he com- 
pelled to share his fate. It was then 
that thl? nnholy love, with forcible 



and persuasive argumonU. pleaded 
with blm to shun the prospects which 
savored of death and turn to those 
which savored ot life ; and under 
pressure of that temptation his divid- 
ed heart revealed itself, and Demas 
discovered how much he really loved 
the world. He listened to the argu- 
IngB of the tempter, as It it had been 
the voice of a trluuu, Inetc-ad ot his 
deadliest toe, and after due consider- ' 
atlon and reflection, in cold blood he 
left his post and went over to the 
enemy. 

What mighty and terrible laauea of- 
ten hang upon small beginnings. As 
I write, a story comes to my mind 
tbat wc used to read In our school- 
books, hut which I will use to Illus- 
trate this fact. A large ship had been 
built in one of the Engllah dock-yards. 
One day a ple-::e of timber was noticed 
by one of the workmen as being 
slightly worm-eaten. He enquired ot 
tbe foreman as to whether it should 
be used or not. "Oh, yes," was the 
reply, " it ts too small to do any dam- 
age : put It In with tbe rest." In 
course ot time the ship was finished, 
and very proud of the nohle-looking 
vessel were all who had been employ- 
ed In Its construction. It was duly 
launched amid the shouts ot an ad- 
miring crowd, and made Its first voy- 
age with success. 

At last, on one ot Its homeward- 
bound voyages a fierce storm arose. 
Tbe ship carried hundreds ot passeng- 
ers, and a valuable u'argo. Tbe storm 
Increased, and, notwithstanding the 
ability of officers and crew, the ves- 
sel proved too weak to battle with 
tbe Btomi. Tbe sea rushed In through 
a leakage wblch bad hitbertd been 
unnoticed, and amidst the shrieks of 
frantic women and children, went 
down with all on board. A ghastly 
ending to a small beginning, these 
terrible results orlglnaitlng from a lit- 
tle wood-worm. 

If any sin, however fair Its name, 
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has found its way Into your heart, 
do not rest until it is utterly des- 
troyed, or, like tbe little worm, its 
achievements will be disastrous, e- 
ventuall2.JirinElng about dearth and 
de&Qi In yo«r""BOnl.

A REMARKABLE CAREER (^ CRIME 



Thirty-Three Years in Prison — rteeelved One Hundred and Fifty Lashes 
—Died Sawstf, =nd Thrsush Hta Death S-ved Others. 



On » recent Thursday tha funeral 
procession of Jack Smltb iiassed 
through the streets o( Ijondon, from 
King's Cross to HoHoway. A. brass 
liand. numerous banners, and over 
two hundred followers, consisting of 
officers of the Men's Social Work, the 
inmates of the Home, and the City 
Colonists, escorted the gun-earrlage. 
draped with the Army colora. contain- 
ing the coffin. 

Traffic was suspended. Spectators 
looked un with reverence, read the 
banners, and asked who was Jaek 
Smltb. 

yes : Tifco ^a? he ? - 

He wan a robber, a iftll-bird, and. 
mavbe. a murderer, saved by the 
grace of God. and who. hut for the 
Salvation Amiy. instead of being 
buried with resiwct and Salvation 
\rmy honors. iniEhi have been nurled 
iu a jail, or a workhouse, grave. 

Foriv-two years did hi.-, sentence 
amount to, thirty-three of which he 
spent != J^lE and penal settlements, 
and the remaining nine under police 
surveilHnce, Thus, out of a life of 
fifty-uine years, he was o°|>' sf""" 
teen vears a tree man. That Is to 
sav : "From the age of twelve to tne 
rta'v of bis death, there were only Bve 
vears of his life which were not spent 
in jail, or that be was not a prisoner 
at large. 

The law, in its etiorts to make bim 
an orderlv member of society, had 
also torn and scarified bis body with 
l.'id lashes by

Truly the ways of transgressors are 

But In the Prison-Gnte Home this 
living thief had entered into the 
knowledge of sins forgiven, and from 
ihat Home be entered with Jesns 
intii Parauise. 

Jack Smith, in his boyhood, was not 
parentless, but bis morals could not 
have been more neglected had he been 
so. At the age of nine, a noted pick- 
pocket and trainer ci thieves oaw a 
round voung face ftnd lured him to 
crime. Taught to icxterously pick 
the pockets ot dumnies and persons 
in the thieves" kitch n. he gradually 
became very profici-^nt In this art. 
and at length comme need business in 
real earnest. Attlrer, in the costume 
„l u young scl-.ool-bcy. with 2. broad 
Eton collar, and salcn.el of books, his 
ipnoceni looks cnabl-a him to go al- 
most anywhere, nnd tor a time to 
escape detection. 

.\t the age of twelve he was caught 
in the act of pickinfr a lady's pocket. 
He was sentenced t > three months* 
iraprisoument, aud Hogged with a 
birch rod. On his release he again 
took to 

His Evil Ways. 

and again and again was arrested, 
until nt the age of sixteen he was 
5*^ntenccil to a term of four years' 
penal servitude. 

Jack did his four years, had ten 
weeks' freedom, and was then laid by 
the heels for another seven years. 

At tbe expiration of the seven 
years. Jark Smith was again let loose 
upon society. 

He was then seven-and-iwenty years 
ot age. a tali, sturdy rogue. Strong 
as nn os. and as bruta! as ibe society 
of Sevi'ti Dials and the hardening 
influences of prison discipline could 
make him. He was a robber, who. 
in other climes would have carried 
a miirJerous knife, and used it with- 
out compunction ; or woulA have 
carried a revolver in bis hip-pocket, 
and been quick to draw it, but who. 
in England, throttled his victims till 
senseless, or kicked or maimed them 
for life. 

After a short period of crime, an- 
other robbery, with violence, brought 
him a eeutente or ten jears" penal 
servitude. 

After serving something over seven 
years he waa released in October 
OD a tlcket-of-leave. In the following 
December he was again arrested for 
another robbery, accompanied with 
violence of the most brutal and revolt- 



ing description. The Judge, In sum- 
ming up his case, commented very 
severely upon bis ehafncter. "Yoa 
have been," he said, "a life-long crim- 
inal. You have never earned an hon- 
est pesny In your life. You appear to 
have been cradled and reared in 
CTime. You have never thought of 
r.n)-tliing but crime, and 1 am now 
going to give you a sentence that 
must surely discourage you from re- 
embarking on a criminal career. 1 
sentence yon to twenty years' penal 
servitude and three dozen lashes with 
the 'cat."" 

The tlogginK was duly administered 
at Newgate, in the presence of the 
Governor and some of the visiiing di- 
rectors. Jack was strapped to the 
triangle, and two strong warders. 
Ek!l!cd *n the use of tie lasli. laid on 
eighteen cuts apiece. With his hack 

All Lacerated and Bleeding 

he was hurried away to Holioway 
Jail to have his b»ok dreiwpd. and 
to enter upon his long dreary term 
ot imprisonment. 

lu addition to his twenty years' im- 
pri^nment. he had his unexpired term 
to complete, making, in all, a term of 
twenty-two years aud three hundred 
days. 

Snrely three dozen lashes and such 
a sentence would be enough to break 
the spirit of any man ! But so brut- 
alized and fierce had Jack now be- 
come that punishments only made 
him more ferocious. 

One hundred aud thlny-ltve lashes 
had he received tor insubordination 
whilst at I>artinoor and other penal 
settlements. A photograph 'of his 
hack, taken after his death. Is before 
us as we write. These long furrows 
and scarlBcd weals tell a fearful story 
of physical Buffering, hut failed to 

man. 

.Ml the rigors of prison discipline 
had been tried upon him In vain — the 
dark aud silent cell. hea^T chains, 
clanking Irona. and bread and water 
could not prevent his wreaking fear- 
ful violence on the warders when the 
opportunity oEered itself. Such was 
Jack Smith In 1S9G. 

Five years ago. he was permitted 
by a hnmane governor at Dartmoor, 
to have bis liberty on a tlcket-of- 
icSV*;. ?uiCu covei^efi a pe-riuu of uilie 
years. 

'What are you going to do 7" asked 
Dr. Anderson, the chief of the Crim- 
inal Investigation Department at 
Scotland Yard, on his release. 

"What km I going to do ? The 
same as before, of course !" said 
Jack. "What can I do ? I have no 
friend wbo will help me !" 

"1 will give yon a letter to the 
offireni in charge of the Prison-Gate 
Home of tbe Salvation Army," said 
Dr. Anderson, "and tht-re yon will 
have an opportunity of leading an 
honest me if you desire to do so." 

Jack amiib took the letter, and in 
the Home he 

Met With Colonel Barker. 

What tbe results of this meeting were 
is told by tbe following tribute to our 
representative hy Jack a few days 
after the death of the Colonel : 

"Ab. tbe Colonel!" said Jack 
Smith : "I cried when | beard of bis 
death. He and Commissioner Cadman 
were the two officers who took a spec- 
ial interest In mz when I first eame 
to the fiome. and the Colonel gave 
mc such fatherly advice. One day 
he drew lae on one side, and spoke to 
me about my soul. After sjiieaking to 
me In this way a few minutes. I look- 
ed at him. and noticed that he was 
crying. I cried, too ; bnt I took his 
advice and started there and then to 
serve God, Since that day, sir. Old 
Jack has never been In want of a 
friend. fJear Colonel Barker! He 
^as always working for aitd helping 
others, although hs suffered so much 
himself. 1 loved him." 

This, dear reader, was the man 
whom 150 cmel lashes, solitary con- 
floement. chains, and hunger failed to 
subdnc. Bnman sympathy and the 



■nve of (inA manifested In the Col- 
onel's tears Immedintely melted this 
fierce robber and garroter into tcndur- 
ness and contrition. 

Is there not a latchkey to every 
man's heart ? 

Under the softening and humaniz- 
ing Influence of Grace and the Home, 
Jack Smith became a gentle, pleasant- 
mnnnpred, saved man. He remained 
In the Home until hta death. It Is 
dlfHcutt for a tlcket-of -leave man to 
get employment ; so Jack remained 
with us, and he rose to be the Ser- 
geant of the Home. 

HIS DEATH AND BURIAL. 

Jack Smith's heart was weak, and 
he was consumptive ; in fact, he had 
been an out-patient of a London hos- 
pital tor a considerable time, A 
sharp attack ot pneumonia hastened 
the end. He passed peacefully away, 
his dying message to the men being, 
"God has helped me; He will save 
you." 

On Sunday morning, tn hin delir- 
iuiD, he eshortcd the sa-.cd men In 
the Home not to desert the colors of 
tbe Army that had brought them sal- 
vation, and urged the unsaved to seek 
Christ. 

When Jack Smltb entered the 
PrIson-Gnte Home, he found out that 
the man who had taught him to pick 
pockets was lying II! and worn out 
In a London workhouse. Jack con- 
tinued to Visit him. and urge upon 
him the love ot Christ, until we un- 
derstand 

The Aged Criminal 

Hung himself upon the mercy of 
Christ, and died In the conseiousness 
that his sins were forgiven. 

The man who nursed Jack through- 
out hiE last night upon earth was 
bombarded by the dying man about 
his soul. "Are you saved, my lad ?" 
asked Jack. The man acRnowlcdgcd 
that he was not. "Then get down 
upon your knees and call upon God 
to save you," whispered the convert- 
ed criminal- The man, like Mary of 
old, treasured up these words In his 
heart, and on the. following Sunday 
night was amongst those who came 
out to the mercy-seat for mlvntion. 

The coffin bore on one side the 
toQchlns inscription. "He was wound- 
ed for our transgressions ;" on the 
other, "By His stripes we are healed," 
and wa:: surmounted by a beautiful 
wreath of roses., Ulles, aad lorget-me- 
notfi, to which v-ae attached a card 
bearing these words, "A token of re- 
spectful esteem from bis comrades." 
His body was home to the grave hy 
eight saved tx-prlsouers, whose term 
of imprisonment totalled 166 years. 

What a close to such a career ! 

A. very impressive meeting was 
conducted by Commissioner Cadman 
at the Home on the day of the fuiiBiiil. 
and there were 

Traees of Deep Einotlon 

on the various countonnnces as tlie 
Commissioner told how Jack 
Smith received from him (the 
Commissioner) the first honest shil- 
ling he had ever earned, and how Jack 
turned it over and spot on it for 
luck. Thank God, Jack never turned 
to the fmits of sin again ! 

The effect of Jack's death upon the 
men we think may he gathered from 
tbe soul-saving results that accom- 
panied his death and burial. In the 
meeting at the Home five ex-prlsoners 
came out to the mercy-seat for par- 
don, while at the grave-side at East 
Finchley three more men. one an aid 
convict, wbo bad spent twenty-two 
years In Jail, knelt on the boards and 
besought God to forgive thera their 
sins ; while at the Home on Sunday 
night twenty other men sou^t Christ 
for mercy, and seventeen men recon- 
secrated their lives afresh to God. 
Pipes and snuff-boxes were produced 
and abandoned, and there was ever>- 
iH'JieaUou that a deep and permftTi- 
ent work of grace had been wrought 
in the hearts of these men. Praise 
God! 

In the foregoing there Is abundant 
evidence that the most hardened and 
deep-dyed criminal that ever preyed 
upon society can be re-generated and 
reclaimed. 
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(To our frontispiece.) 

God created man in Hta own image, 
male aud female, and there was no 
othdr distinction set up by Goil. It - 
remained for man, tn his seiasli am. : 
bitions, to erect barriers, and so 
create clannen : the wealthy and the 
poor, the learc3d and the ignurant, 
the governing and the governej. ThD 
brotherhood ot man waa lost sight 
of, nud Instead ot hrstbei-s, mmtur 
and servant was the relationship of 
man to man. 

Hence we have the present-day cun- 
ditlon so aptly expressed by n great 
writer, "The one half of the world 
does not know how the other half 
lives." Well-t<Hlo people ore often 
more self-contenlei! than selfiuli; they 
do not help the deserving peer, be- 
cause tbey do not know that help Is 
needed so urgently. On the other 
hand, the poor and suffering look up- 
on the wealthy peopln as tUelr natural 
enemies, who, by some means got 
hold of the channels through which 
wealth can be obtained, and kept tie 
poor down with their noses to the 
grindstone. 

But Gou uses the inuoceut aec ot 
childhood to counteract these condl- 
tlons. The pauper child plays with 
the prlnne. and both are unconcerned 
about the social gulf that exists be- 
tween their parents. Hence a gift 
from child to child has nothing of- 
fensive about It. Tbe lovely flowers 
given by the rich man's child to the 
l)Oor widow's boy are a sift beyond 
value, and above estimation In money. 
The memory of the sympathy extend- 
ed will be like a guldln< star Su the 
boy's life. 

Well did our Saviour point out the 
fact that a child shall be the greatest 
In the Kingdom of Heaven. May we 
strive to become like little children 
In the ignorance of artl&cial barriers 
of form, class, traditions, reputation. 
etc., and allow the natural promptings 
of God's Spirit to dictate our actions 
In lire. 

The Salvation Army has probsbly 
done more than any other institution 
to bring the rich and the inxir to- 
gether, and hy letting tbem sec mcri^ 
of each other, have them acknowledge 
that the Lord is the Maker of them 
all ; and since He is our common 
Father, we are brothers, and in oon- 
selence bound to help each other, 
socially and spiritually.— E.

Theso two successes 
have led to increased activity on the 
part of the Boers. — | — The Boer losses 
during the week ending May 27th 
were estimated 'over four hundred in 
kilted, wounded, captured, or surrend- 
ered.

The Mad Muiiah has attacked the 
BrIllBh column ithree times, hut has 
been repulsed on every occasion. The 
British lost ten klUcM, and succeeded 
in cutting Olf the onnnly rnmn nf the 
enemy, capturing Qvs thousand head 
of cattle. The Muiiah is reported to 
have lost five hundred men. A decis- 
ive battle la imminent. 

Owing to the scarcity of labor for 
the mines in Buluwayo, it is expect- 
ed that considerable importation of 
Chinese laborers will he arranged for. 

The trackmen of the C. P. R. are 

on strike both east and west. Seven 
hundred men are reported to be out at 
British Columbia, and five hundred 
at the eastern end. Altogether about 
five thousand men are expected to be 
affected by it, bat no concerted action 
has yet taken place. 

A big fire In the lumber camps of 
Parry Sound caused a '.^b of f 250,000 
to the Ontario Lumber Company. 

Three men broke Jali at Chatham, 
Ont., and have so ter not been re- 
captured. One bundred dollars re- 
ward la offered by tbe Government 
for their re-capture. 

According to a statement published 
by the British Post Office authorities, 
nearly thirty-four thousand women 
are employed by the Post Office.

Tho deceased was bom on December 
14th, 1837, and after experience as 
solicitor and barrister, entered tbe 
Ontario Legislature in 1873, became 
Premier on July 13th. 1896, and retir- 
ed from political life Odtober 18th, 
1899.

CHAPTER II. 
THE GERMANS AND ROMANS. 

Just as It was with tbe Britons and 
Gauls, the first we hnow of the Oer- 
mans was when the Romans began to 
flght with them. When JiilliiB 

Caesar was In Gaul, there was a great 
chief amoB^ the tribe called Schwaben 
(Suevi, as the Romans made It) called 
Ehrfarat (Honor Prince), or, as In 
Latin. ArloTlstus, who had been Invit- 
ed Into Gaul to settle the Quarrels ol 
the two tribes of Gauls in the north. 
This he did by conquering; them both; 
but the? then begged help from 
Caesar, and Ehrlurst was beaten by 
the Romans and driven back. 
Caesar then crossed the Rhine by a 
bridge of boats and ravaged the coun- 
try, staying there for eighteen days. 
He was so struck with the bravery of 
the Germans (hat he riereuaded their 
young men to serve In bis legions, 
where they were very useful ; hut 
they also learned to fight In the Ro- 
man fashion. 

Germany was let alone till the time 
of the Emperor Augustus, when his 
stepson, Drusus, tried to make It a 
Province of Rome, and hullt fifty fort- 
rsssea along the Rhine, besides cut- 
ting a canal betveen that river and 
the Yessel, and salllug along the coast 
of the North Sea. He thre« times 
entered Germany, and In the year 
B. C. 9. after heating the Marchmen, 
was Just going to cross the Blhe, when 
one of the Velledas, a woman of great 
stature, stood before the army and 
said. "Thou greedy robber ! whKber 
wouldst thou go ? The end of thy mis- 
deeds and thy lire Is at hand." The 
Romans turned back dismayed ; and 
thirty days later DruBus was killed by 
B fall from his horse. 

Drusus' brother, Tiberius, weijt on 
with the attempt, and sained siome 
land,- while other tribes were allies of 
Rome, and all seemed likely to be 
conquered, when Qutnctilius Vani.s. c 
woman who came out to take the 
command, began to deal eo mdely and 
harshly with the Germans that a 
young chief, named Herman, or Ar- 
mlnlus, was aroused. He had seoret 
meetings at night in the woods .;!th 
other chiefs, and they swore tc be 
faithful to one another In the is^mc 
of their gods. When all was reidy. 
Information was given to Varus that 
a tribe In the north had revolted. He 
would not listen to Slegert or Scges- 
iea. the hoaesL German who advised 
him to be cautious, and to keep Her- 
man as a hostage, and set out -I'ltb 
three legions to put It down ; hut bis 
Gennan guides led blm into the thick- 
est of the great Teutoherg forest, and 
the further they went the worse this 
grew. Tmnks d! trees fclccted up tte 
road, darts were hurled from behind 
-trees, and when at last an open space 
was gained, after three days' stmg- 
gllng through the woods, a hnge host 
of foes was drawn up there. an<i In 
the dreadful flght that followe^J almost 
every Roman was cut off, and Varus 
threw himself on his own sword. 

Herman married the dnughter of 
Slegert, and was ehlef of the Harti 
monntalns, aided by bis uncle Ingo- 
mar ; but after five years, A. D. 14, 
the Emperor Tiberius sent the son of 
Drusus — who was called already, from 
his father's successes, Oermanictis— 
against him. Some of the G«nnans, 
Tlewjng Slegert as a friend ot Rome, 
beset his village, and were going to 
bum It. when German lens came in 
time lo disperse them and 8Ave Sle- 
gert. Thusnelda, the wife of Herman, 
was with her father, and was sent off 
as a prisoner to Rome, with her baby; 
while Germanlcns marched Into tbe 
Teutoherg. found the b«nes of the 
army of Varus, and burnt them on a 
funeral pile, making a speech calling 
on his men to avenge their death. 
Bnt Herman's horsemen fell on him 
and defeated blm. and :f the Oennans 
had not been so eager to plunder they 
would have made a great many pri- 
soners. They drove the Romans hack 
across the Rhine, and the next year 
were ready for them, and had a tre- 
mondons battle <fn the banks of the 
We'ser, la this the Bomons prevailed, 



an4 Herman himself was badly wound- 
ed, and was only saved by the fieet- 
nesB of big horse. However, he was 
not dauntei!, ^ud still kept in the 
woods, ap 1 harraseed the Romans, 
once forcing them to lake refuge in 
their ships. 

Tiberius grew Jealous of the love 
the army bore to Germanlcus, and 
sent for him to return to Rome. Her- 
man thus had saved L<3 coontrr, but 
ho had come to expect more power 
than his chiefs Uionght his dne, and 
he was slain by his own kinsmen, A.D. 
19, when only 37 years old. His 
wife and child bad been shown in 
Germanicas' triumph, and he never 
seems to have seen them again. It 



was during thio war thnt the great 
Roman historian, Tacitus, camo to 
Icam the habits and manners of the 
Germans, and was na atnick — !tfc liielr 
simple truth and bravery that he wrote 
an account of them, which socmB as 
an example for the fallen and cor- 
rupt Ronlans of hie time. 

There were no more attempts to 
conquer :Germany> «^er tliils ; but 
the Germans. In the year 69, helped 
In the rising of a Gaulish chief, named 
ClvillB, against the Romans, and a 
Velleda. who lived in a lonely "tower 
In the forests near the L.lppe, cEco;:r- 
ageu uim. He prEvalled for a time, 
but then fell.

in the Prairies. 

After five years as Training Home 
Principal, marching orders for Eng- 
land were received by Brigadier Mar- 
cett.t. who had Tipr.n iirnmotrrt when 
the Brigade system was started In 
1S90. Owing, however, to same un- 
foreseen happenings, the Commandant 
asked hira to take charge of the 
North-West Province In 1892. During 
his nineteen months' stay there be 
put in a great deal of traveling and 
solid work. A few barracks were 
built, and Winnipeg corps was thor- 
oughly organiEcd. ' That it was a suc- 
cess will be understood by the fact 
that the farewell Sunday at that corps 
wound up with 27 souls in the 
fountaii^. The Brigadier liked the 
Nortii-West immensely. 

West Ontario. 

Owlog again to scarcity of men. 
the Commandant meatioued to him 
that he desired to keep him a little 
louEer in Canada, whereupon the 
Brigadier vuluateered fur uuuthur 
Provincial appointment, and was 
sent to the West Ontario, in March, 
'9i. At that Ume a great deal of 
tact and toll were needed In that Pro- 
vince to overcome the many dlllicul- 
tles and complications that existed. 
The Brigadier showed himself cap- 
.".b^c for the task. He restored eon- 
hiicnee, won wavering ones over, aud 
weeded out the undesirable element. 
He cleared also considerable Provin- 
cial debt, as well as debts from the 
corps. During his term of 

otSce he secured the London Citadel, 
and new barracks at Sinicoe and 
Wingham. besides arranging for al- 
terations and renuvatlons in sixteen 
other corps. The Etatistica, during 
the three years spent in West Ontar- 
io, show most favorably. One hun- 
dred and twenty Candidates applied. 
The average of souls saved was rais- 
ed from thirteen to flfty-slK per week. 
Junior and Senior attemlauccs, J. S. 
Compsnies. and Loral Offloers were 
doubled. The sals of War Crys was 
raised from l,4tC to S.Si.'i, and the 
results of special efforts, such as 
Harvest Festival and Self-Denlal. 
were also doubled. 

Territorial Secretary. 

A complete breakdown eompelled 
Brigadier Margelts to have a pro- 
longed rest. After having recuperat- 
ed, he was appointed as Territorial 
Secretary to the Toronto Headquar- 
ters. This appointment brought with 



it a great many responsibilities, es- 
pecially as just at that time the Chief 
Secretary took seriously iil, and- his 
duties fell upon tlio shoulders of the 
Territorial Secretary. Seeing that 
many especial efforts just at that time 
had to be looked after, one can read- 
ily understand the high pressure at 
which the Territorial Secretary had 
to work. Harvest Festival and Self- 
Denial followed In eloae aurcejiHlon, 
then came the great War Cry organ- 
ization boom at Christmas, 1897, fol- 
lowfii] hv the n<^iiiTpJ'B visit, and the 
Siege. 

When Colonel Jacobs resumed bis 
poBitlon as Chief Secretary, Lieut,- 
Colonel MargettB (for he had now been 
promoted) put his entire ulIorLs In the 
inspection of our corps. Provinces, 
aud Social Institutions. His wide ex- 
pevleuce, and close knowledge of the 
Territory, made him an excellent ad- 
viser, and enabled him to put the 
eutiro machinery of administration In 
a more methodical working order. 
The spiritual results of bis visits 
from coast to coast, also, were most 
pronounced. His meetings were suc- 
rossfui in every portion of the Ter- 
ritory, and will he remembered with 
lileaaui'e by multitudes. 

The Colonel Is nothing if he Is not 
methodical. He posaeaaes the happy 
knack of keeping cool under trying 
clroamstanoeB, and snlns at his work 
in a persistent, huslness-llke manner. 

He has been very systematic In 
keeping an account of hlB own dolnes. 
and Ills diary shows that during the 
last thirteen years In Canada he has 
seen six thousand one htmdred aud 
eighty-six souls at the penitent form, 
and during the last ten years has 
traveled one hundred and twenty-alne 
thousand four hundred and twenty- 
two miles on Army service. 



MRS. iVlARGETTS. 

Mrs. MargetlB has seen considerably 
more yeoman service in the British 
Field than the Colonel. As Lieutenant 
and Captain she has held many ap- 
pointments, finally being appointed to 
the Training Home Staff, command- 
ing three different Garrisons of wo- 
men Cadets. .Then the question of 
women D. O.'s came up, and was 
much opposed by the members of the 
stronger sex. The General, however, 
was determined to make a test, and 
tlic lot fell upon Capt. Polly Ashton. 
Her success aa D. O. was so clearly 
demonstrated that the General ap- 
pointed several others to the same 
jiosltion. 

About that time Colnnel Margctts 
was on furlough In England, when he 

mot Stafl-Cnpt. Ashton, and hut 

we know nothing of the personal con- 
versations that took place on various 
occasions, and doubt whether there 
were any witnesses. We know this 



much, however, that soon after his 
return to Toronto, rumors went about 
that Staff-CapL Ashton was coming 
10 Canada, and certain men around 
Hcadauarters sang, as they went up 
and down stairs, the then popular 
chorus, "Over the waves to me," And 
over the waves Staff-Capt. Ashton 
came. On Good Friday. 1891, in the 
afternoon, Statf-Capt. Ashton changed 
her name to Mrs. Brigadier Margetts.
